A United S tates citizen o f consider­ 
able scientific a ttain m en ts w as good 
enough to give to a representative of 
the Daily G raphic w h a t may be called 
th e American view of British spelling. 
“ I see,” lie rem arked, “ that some of 
the correspondents of tlit» Daily G ra p h ­ 
ic have been com plaining of the dis­ 
figurement of E nglish books by A m eri­ 
can spelling. 
I should like to tell you 
th a t we think our w ay is rigid and 
th a t your way is wrong, and perhaps 
y o u r editor will no t mind if I venture 
on a few rem arks in defense of our 
corrections. 
F or example, we w rite 
‘favor’ and ‘honor.* 
Well, ‘favor’ and 
‘honor’ are nearer the Latin original 
th a n ‘favour’ and ‘honour,’ which have 
acquired their unnecessary *u* by coin­ 
ing through thi» F ren ch .” 
“ But if they have been spelled ‘hon­ 
our* and ‘favour’ for centuries, w hy 
change them no w ?” 
“ W hy not? T hey w ere ns often spell­ 
ed ‘favor’ and ‘h on or’ in Shakespeare’s 
day a s ‘favour’ an d ‘honour.’ You m u st 
rem em ber that spoiling was extrem ely 
uncertain In those Elizabethan days, 
w hence we are believed to have d ra w n 
th e well of E nglish undeflled. 
Ben 
Jonson and Shakespeare, for exam ple, 
spell ‘recode’ in four other w a y s—‘re­ 
read ,’ ‘receade,’ ‘recced.’ Teeoodo.* ” 
“ Let us leave ‘honour.’ 
IIow do you 
defend ‘center?’ ” 
“W hy • should you spell It ‘centre* 
w hen you w rite ‘perim entor’ nnd ‘di­ 
am e te r’ and w hen Shakespeare w rote 
‘scepter?* By h istory and analogy ‘cen­ 
te r’ is more easily to be justified th a n 
‘centre.’

When her work is done that poor wo­ 
man cannot fare forth to market and 
offer it for sale. 
It is by the term of 
her peon contract perhaps already sold 
to the “great don,” whoso tenant she 
is. 
Miguel, his agent, takes the work, 
by now as grimy as the overalls of an 
engineer, 
lie has kept account of the 
time the woman has been engaged up­ 
on It, and for each of the many days 
she may have worked he gives her 7, 
8, I), at most 12 rents, but never the 
last amount unless she be a thorough 
mistress of her craft. 
Once a year the Mexicans for whom 
the women do this work, somewhat as 
the sweatshop toilers of Chicago and 
New York drive their needles for a 
master, meet in solemn conference and 
determine what the prices shall be. 
So 
great is the popularity of drawn work 
generally that the supply never equals 
the demand, and the profits made by 
the 
Mexican masters 
of the drawn 
work trust, for it is really that, are 
enormous. 
Tho dealer pays these “op­ 
e r a t o r s ” what they demand, and they 
demand much. 
Therefore^tho buyer 
pays .SIO for a “clotii” that costs the 
“m anufacturer” 12 cents a day. labor 
hire, for, say, ninety days, to produce.— 
Pilgrim.

My dissections, however, showed 
that both sexes incubate, while contin­ 
ued observation from the tent revealed 
the presence of only one bird of the 
pair in the rookery at tile same time. 
The bird on the nest was relieved late 
iu the afternoon and early in the morn­ 
ing. 
The one, therefore, winch incu­ 
bated during the day fed at night, and 
his or her place was taken by another 
which had been feeding during the 
day, or, as Peter put it, “I do Pink, 
sir, dat when de lady fillymingo leave 
de nest den de gen’lemau tillymingo 
take her place, sir; yes, sir.”

With tho reassembling of congress af­ 
ter the holidays, the house committee 
on public buildings and grounds, with 
the approval of Speaker Cannon, will 
prepare a public building bill carrying, 
probably, aggregate appropriations of 
between 810,000,000 and 915,000,000 says 
a Washington correspondent. 
In anti­ 
cipation of this, members from Minne­ 
sota and tho Dakotas have introduced 
bills for public buildings in their dis­ 
tricts, on which tho secretary of the 
treasury has set the seal of approval, so 
far as ho is able to further such legisla­ 
tion, by reporting upon the sizes of build­ 
ings needed and the probable cost. 
Every member of the Minnesota dele­ 
gation, except Tawney and Volstead, 
has at least one bill of this character. 
Governor Lind has introduced and had 
a report made on one fora new building 
at Minneapolis at a cost of 92,500,000. 
Mr. Stevens wants at least $250,000 
more for the new building at St. 
Baul, 
which will complete it. 
Met ’leary wants 
a building at New Ulm; Davis two, one 
at Bed Wing and the other at Faribault; 
Buckman one at Brainerd, Bede an ad­ 
dition to the appropriation for the pur­ 
chase of ground for an extension of tho 
building at Duluth.

A pparently two factors enter into the* 
flamingoes’ type of architecture—they 
m ust build w here there is mud and at 
the sam e time erect a structu re high 
enough to protect its contents from 
any norm al rise in the w a te r due to 
tides or rainfall. 
A fter w atchin g a nesting colony of 
flamingoes in the B aham as for "nearly 
an hour" a t a distance of 150 yards 
Sir H enry Blake stated th a t the fe­ 
males s a t upon the nests, while the 
males stood up together, evidently near 
by. 
My dissections, however, showed 
that both sexes incubate, while contin­ 
ued observation from the te n t revealed 
the presence of only one bird of the 
pair in th e rookery a t tiie sam e time. 
The bird on the nest w as relieved late 
in th e afternoon and early in the m orn­ 
ing. 
T he one, therefore, which incu­ 
bated du ring the day fed a t night, and 
his or her place w as ta k e n by another 
which had been feeding during the 
day, or, as P eter put it, "I do t ’ink, 
sir. d a t w hen de lady llllymingo leave 
de nest den de gen'lem an üllymingo 
take her place, sir; yes, sir.” 
M orning an d evening, then, there w as 
much activity in the rookery.

girds or liles of as m any as fifty were 
ulinost constantly arriving and depart­ 
ing. com ing from and rad iating to ev­ 
ery point of the compass. 
Flam ingoes in flight resem ble no oth ­ 
er bird know n to me. W ith legs and 
neck fully outstretched and the com ­ 
paratively small wings set halfw ay be­ 
tw een bill and toes, they look as if they 
m ight fly backw ard or forw ard w ith 
equal ease. They progress m ore rapid­ 
ly th an a heron and w hen hurried fly 
w ith a singular serpentine motion of 
the neck and body, as If they were 
craw ling in the air.—C entury.

W ith the reassem bling of congress af­ 
ter the holidays, tho house com m ittee 
on public buildings and grounds, with 
the approval of Speaker C annon, will 
prepare a public building bill carrying, 
probably, aggregate appropriations of 
between 810,000,000 and §15,000,000 says 
a W ashington correspondent. 
In a n ti­ 
cipation of this, members from M inne­ 
sota and tho Dakotan have introduced 
bills for public buildings in th e ir dis­ 
tricts, on w hich the secretary of the 
treasury lias set the seal of approval, so 
far as he is able to fu rth er such legisla­ 
tion, by reporting upon the sizes of b u ild­ 
ings needed and the probable cost. 
Every m em ber of the M innesota dele­ 
gation, except Tawney and Volstead, 
has at least one bill of th is character. 
Governor Lind has introduced and had 
a report m ade on one fo ra now building 
at M inneapolis a t a cost of 82,500,000. 
Mr. Stevens w ants at least §250,(MX) 
more for th e new building a t St. 
Paul, 
which will com plete it. 
Mc( ’leary wants 
a building a t New Ulrn; Davis two, one 
at Red W ing and the other a t F arib a u lt; 
Buekman one a t Brainerd, Bede an a d ­ 
dition to the appropriation for th e pur- 
ehase of ground for an extension of the 
building at D uluth. 
E ighty thousand 
dollars has already been 
provided for 
this purpose, bu t tin* ow ners of the 
property won’t sell for less th an ■-'JO,(XX).

“Ten years on the bench have shown 
me the ne«*d of just such practical 
philanthropy," said the judge. "When

But when a poor man is 
forc«*d to ask the courts for his rights 
very oft«*n those rights must la* forced 
from the reluctant wealthy.

“The poor man is often compelled to 
submit to wrongs because he has not 
the means to seek redress in the courts. 
He is unable to Hire a lawyer. 
From 
now on I am going to help persons in 
that condition. 
I know tlmt in a cer­ 
tain «'lass of cases competent legal 
counsel can be secured by means of 
contingent fees. 
But there ar** many 
cases involving rights where there is 
no possibility of tls* »©cesxary money 
I being earned in the form of a x*ord:et. 
"I don’t know of any more crying 
1 need than that,” concluded the judge. 
“To help tin* man who is In trouble by 
i giving him the benefit of free legal 
I service« 1 know of no «»ther tx'tter 
way that a lawyer can do good."

H O W T H E B E A U T IF U L A N D D A Z Z L IN G

The chief beauty of fireworks is 
their range of resplendent colors ru­ 
by, sapphire, emerald, topaz, amethyst, 
aquamarine and scores of tints and 
shades between. How is all this evan­ 
escent glory of color obtained? The se­ 
cret lies in directed chemical combus­ 
tion by means of cases and composi­ 
tions. the results of marvelous calcula­ 
tion and skill. 
The m atter is simple enough to those 
who know. It is attained by Ila* com­ 
bustion of tin* units of certain m etals. 
in other words, th** burning metals 
have each their characteristic color. 
Sodium gives ort yellow dame; cal­ 
cium, orange; barium, green; stronti­ 
um, r**d; copper, green or blue, accord­ 
ing to circumstances, and so on. Other 
familiar metals, iron, steel and sr*ic, 
give their tribute of colors. Iron tilings 
give bright red and white sparks; cop­ 
per tilings, a green tint; zinc, a fine 
blue; steel filings and cast iron borings, 
a brilliant tire with wavy radiations. 
Every one is familiar with the color­ 
ed fires, but who would suppose that 
lycopoditim, the delicate pollen of cer­ 
tain mosses, so flue that it is used to 
powder baby’s skin, furnishes a rose 
colored fire w ith a magnificent flame? 
These colored tires are called in tech­ 
nical language “fixed fires” and con­ 
sist of slow compositions th at may bo 
piled in lit ti** cones on a flagstone and 
lighted at the top. They burn slowly 
and there is no explosion. These com­ 
positions are made in many colors. 
Bornan candles belong to the fixed 
fire class and are also called fusees. 
We all know the straight, slender cyl­ 
inder or cartridge of the ordinary ro­ 
man candle. 
It is packed us follows: 
First there is put lit it a charge of fine 
gunpowder, and above this is placed a 
“star.” These are simply balls of some 
special composition containing metallic 
filings, according to the color desired, 
made up w ith gum and spirits of wine. 
Stars and charges alternate until the 
cylinder is full. Each star ball is dried 
and dusted with gunpowder before 
packing. 
T he first charge of gunpow­ 
der iii exploding starts the stellar pro­ 
cession until one after another they 
blaze individually and vanish like fall­ 
ing stars. 
Next Iii order to the fixed 
fires come rotating fireworks—namely, 
wheels, lire wheels, bisecting wheels, 
plural 
wheels, 
caprice 
wheels 
and 
spiral wheels, all more or loss com­ 
plex. 
The colors of fireworks are a matter 
of chemistry; tho no less Im portant mo­ 
tions that display the beauty of these 
colors to the best advantage are a m at­ 
ter of mechanics. 
The m an who is a 
first class pyrotechnist is versed in both 
sciences. 
The ordinary pinwheel is a simple ex­ 
ample of rotating fireworks. 
It is a 
long case packed with a fire composi­ 
tion and w ound round a disk of wood. 
The outer end of the spiral is primed 
with an explosive material. 
When it 
is lighted it “kicks,” just as a gun does 
when the powder explodes in tile car­ 
tridge, and round and round Hies the 
wheel, sending out Hashes and showers 
of colored or golden fir**. 
Some of the most dazzling and glori­ 
ous e ffe c ts in pyrotechnical displays 
are produced by rotating fireworks, for 
then* seems to be no limit to the va­ 
riety of arrangem ent of cases and com­ 
positions to produce multiple motions 
and transform ation scenes in color in 
tliis class of fireworks. 
A third class comprises the ascending 
fireworks. 
Skyrockets belong to this 
class and may he simple or very elab­ 
orate, according to their garniture of 
stars, sparks, spirals, serpents or show­ 
ers of gold or silver rain. 
A skyrocket consists of tw o parts—a 
body and a head made separately and 
afterw ard attached to the body. 
The 
body is a straight cylinder of heavy 
pasted paper closed a t the lower end 
so as to leave only a very narrow open­ 
ing for tile escape of the tire. 
A cen­ 
tral hollow bore extends three-quarters 
of th** w ay up the body, and all about 
this is packed the special explosive 
composition, the dow nw ard recoil of 
which sends the rocket rushing sw ift­ 
ly upward, guided and balanced by the 
light stick of willow wood. 
The head, 
a paper cylinder with a conical top. 
holds the special composition which is 
to form stars, serpents, spirals or w hat 
not. A fuse in th** top of the body ex­ 
plodes when the rocket reaches its ut­ 
most height a ml sets off this composi­ 
tion, th** varying color, form and mo­ 
tion of which excite th** “Ohs!” aud 
“Ahs!” of the admiring crowds. 
Th** great spectacular displays com­ 
bine the several classes—fixed, rotat­ 
ing and ascending fireworks. 
Temples, trees, ships, portraits, fig­ 
ures of men, beasts and birds, flowers, 
shields, and so forth, are represented 
by suitable frameworks of wood either 
wound 
with 
coarse 
cotton 
rovings 
about tw o Inches In diameter, Impreg­ 
nated xvitIn certain compositions and 
wet with spirits, or else they have at­ 
tached to them lances or cases of car­ 
tridge paper filled with various com*

“Ten years on the bench have show n 
me the need of ju st such practical 
philanthropy,” said the judge. 
“W hen 
a rich man goes to court he has the 
ablest legal counsel to care for his in­ 
terests. 
But w hen a poor man is 
forctnl to ask Hie courts for his rights 
very’ often those rights must lie forced 
from the reluctant wealthy. 
In this 
case the poor man is a t a disadvantage. 
“The poor man is often compelled to 
submit to wrongs because la* lins not 
the means to seek redress in the courts. 
H e is unable to hire a lawyer.

now on I nm going to help persons in 
th a t condition. 
I know that In a cer­ 
tain class of cases competent legal 
counsel can he secured by means of 
contingent fees. 
But there are many

The chief 
beauty of firew orks Is 
their range of resplendent colors—ru­ 
by, sapphire, em erald, topaz, am ethyst, 
aquam arine an d scores of tints and 
shad es between. How is all this evan­ 
escent glory of color obtained? The se­ 
cret lies in directed chemical com bus­ 
tion by m eans of eases and co m p o si­ 
tions. the resu lts of m arvelous calcula­ 
tion and skill. 
The m a tte r is simple enough to those 
who know. It is attained by the com­ 
bustion of tin* sa lts of certain metals. 
In other w ords, the burning metals 
have each th eir characteristic color. 
Sodium gives clfr yellow flame; cal­ 
cium, orange; barium, green; stronti­ 
um, risl; copper, green or blue, accord­ 
ing to circum stances, and so on. Other 
familiar m etals, iron, steel an d sroe, 
give their trib u te of colors. Iron tilings 
give bright red and w hite sp ark s; cop­ 
per tilings, ji green tint; zinc, a tine 
blue; steel tilings and cast iron borings, 
a brilliant lire w ith w avy radiations. 
Every one is fam iliar w ith the color­ 
ed fires, h u t w ho would suppose that 
lycopodimn, th e delicate pollen of cer­ 
tain mosses, so flue that it is used to 
powder b a b y ’s skin, furnishes a rose 
colored tire w ith a m agnilicent flame? 
These colored tires are called in tech­ 
nical language “fixed fires” and con­ 
sist of slow compositions th a t may ho 
piled in little cones on a flagstone and 
lighted a t th e top. They b u rn slowly 
and there is 1 1 0 explosion. T hese com­ 
positions are m ade in m an y colors. 
Roman candles belong to th e fixed 
fire class a n d are also called fusees. 
We all know the straight, slender cyl­ 
inder or c artridg e of the ordinary ro­ 
man candle. 
It is packed as follows: 
F irst there is p u t in it ti ch arg e of tine 
gunpowder, a n d above this is placed a 
“star.” 
T hese are simply balls of some 
special com position containing metallic 
tilings, according to the color desired, 
made up w ith gum and spirits of wine. 
Stars and charges altern ate until the 
cylinder is full. 
Each sta r ball is dried 
and dusted 
w ith 
gunpow der before 
packing. 
T h e first charge of gunpow ­ 
der in exploding starts tlie stellar pro­ 
cession until one after an o th er they 
blaze individually and vanish like fall­ 
ing stars. 
N ext in order to the fixed 
fires come rotatin g fireworks namely, 
wheels, lire wheels, bisecting wheels, 
plural 
wheels, 
caprice 
w heels 
and 
spiral w heels, all more or less com­ 
plex. 
The colors of fireworks a re a m atter 
of chem istry; the no less im p o rta n t mo­ 
tions th a t display the b eau ty of these 
colors to th e best advantage are a m a t­ 
ter of m echanics. 
The m an who is a 
first class pyrotechnist is versed in both 
sciences. 
The o rd in ary pinwheel is a simple e x ­ 
ample of rotatin g fireworks. 
It is a 
long ease packed w ith a fire composi­ 
tion an d w o u n d round a disk of wood. 
Tlie outer en d of the spiral is primed 
w ith an explosive m aterial. 
W hen it 
is lighted it “ kieks.” ju s t as a gun does 
w hen the pow der explodes in tlie car­ 
tridge, an d round and roun d flies the 
wheel, sending out flashes a n d showers 
of colored or golden fire. 
Some of th e m ost dazzling and glori­ 
ous effects in pyrotechnical displays 
are produced by rotating fireworks, for 
there seem s to lie no lim it to the va­ 
riety of a rran g em en t of cases and com­ 
positions to produce m ultiple motions 
and tran sfo rm atio n scenes in color in 
this class of fireworks. 
A tldrd class comprises th e ascending 
fireworks. 
Skyrockets belong to this 
class an d m ay be simple or very elab­ 
orate, according to their garniture of 
stars, sparks, spirals, serp ents or show­ 
ers of gold or silver rain. 
A sky ro ck et consists of tw o p arts—a 
body and a head m ade separately and 
afterw ard attached to th e body. 
The 
body is a stra ig h t cylind er of heavy 
pasted p a p e r closed a t th e lower end 
so as to leave only a very n arro w open­ 
ing for th e escape of tlie tire. 
A cen­ 
tral hollow bore extends th re e quarters 
of tin’ w ay up the body, a n d all about 
this is p ack ed the special explosive 
composition, the d o w n w a rd recoil of 
which send s the rocket rushing sw ift­ 
ly upw ard, guided and balanced by the 
light stick of willow wood. 
The head, 
a paper cylinder with a conical top. 
holds th e special composition which is 
to form stars, serpents, spirals or w h at 
not. 
A fu se in the top of th e body ex­ 
plodes w hen the rocket reaches its u t­ 
most h e ig h t and sets off th is composi­ 
tion, th e varying color, form and m o­ 
tion of w hich excite th e “Ohs!” and 
“Ahs!” of th e adm iring crow ds. 
The g re a t spectacular displays com­ 
bine the several classes 
fixed, rotat­ 
ing and ascending fireworks. 
Temples, trees, ships, portraits, fig­ 
ures of men, beasts and birds, tiowers, 
shields, a n d so forth, are represented 
by suitable fram ew orks of wood either 
wound 
w ith 
coarse 
cotton 
rovings 
about tw o inches in diam eter, im preg­ 
nated w ith certain com positions and 
wet w ith spirits, or else they have a t ­ 
tached to them lances or cases of c a r­ 
tridge p a p e r tilled w ith various com ­ 
positions, tlie whole placed in com m u­ 
nication by conduits or small paper 
cartridges.—Youth's Com panion.

practice his unique charity. 
“ Ten years on th e bench have sh o w n 
m e the need of ju s t such practical 
philanthropy,” said th e judge. 
“ W h en 
a rich m an goes to court he has th e 
ablest legal counsel to care for his In­ 
terests. 
But w h en 
a poor m an is 
forced to ask th e courts for his rig h ts 
very often those rig hts m ust be forced 
from the reluctan t w ealthy. 
In this 
case the poor m an is a t a disadvantage. 
“T he poor m an is often compelled to 
subm it to w rongs because he has not 
th e means to seek redress in the courts. 
H e is unable to hire a lawyer. 
F ro m 
now on I am going to help persons in 
th a t condition. 
I know that in a cer­ 
ta in class of cases competent legal 
counsel can he secured by m eans of 
contingent fees. 
B u t there are m any 
cases involving rig h ts w here th e re Is 
no possibility of tl*» necessary m oney 
being earned in th e form of a verdict. 
“ I don’t know of any more crying 
need than th a t,” concluded the judge. 
“ To help the m an w h o is in trouble by 
giving him the benefit of free legal 
services 
I know of no other b e tte r 
w a y th a t a law y er can do good.”
